ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

In an antenna, a feeding radiation element and a first non-feeding radiation 
element that are loaded with dielectric substances are provided on a ground electrode, 
and a second non-feeding radiation element is disposed such that substantially the 
entire second non-feeding radiation element projects outside from a desired side of the 
ground electrode. More specifically, each of the three electrode elements is loaded with 
a dielectric substance, and a radiation electrode of the second non-feeding radiation 
element is electrically connected at a substantially central location of the desired side of 
the ground electrode via a connection wire.
